GRANT AND THE GERMAN VOTE. 

Richard Smith, editor of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, is among the most astute and saga- 
cious politicians of the Republican party. 
Though a thorough, petrified partisan, who 
always supports the ‘‘regular nominee,”’ 
always leads in the most bitter abuse of 
Democracy, always regards Republican 
success as the god to worship, Mr. Smith 
is a gentleman of brains, whose far-seeing 
views and excellent,cool judgment have not 
unjustly made himahigh authority and a 
great power among the Republican leaders 
of Ohio. 

Richard Smith, it should be remembered, 
never sympathized with @he more conser- 
vative or independent Republicans, but, in 
as well as out of the Gazette, always cham- 
pioned the most stalwart and unmitigated 
partisan tendency of Republicanism. 
It is quite interesting, therefore, to read 
in the last issue of the Gazette an evidently 
carefully prepared editorial, which, without 
mentioning the name of Grant, plainly shows 
that he could not count‘upon carrying 
Obio, and that his election would be quite 
doubtful. 

Speaking about the growing number of 
Independent Republican voters, the Gazette 


Says: 

As a result, inthe Northern States, where 
school houses ure plentyand newspapers are 
read, the number of independent voters is 
steadily increasing, and majoritie¢ are liable 
to change from one side to the other. It is not 
safe to say that because a State nas gone one 
way this year, it willbesure togo the same 
way next year. Thecffect of this is to pat 
parties on their good behavior, and to teach 
political leaders thatit is not safe to count 
upon success unless they deserve it. 
There are in Ohio, for example, 680,000 
voters, and yet partics are soevenly divided, 
that 5,000 votes thrownirom one sideto the 
other would changethe rssult. S8o itis in 
inany of the Northern Stutes. 

Thisisan important admission, though 


precisely what we always held, Immeili- 
ately after the last October election, when 


Ewing seemed so badly defeated, the 
Post-Disratcu showed that after all 
the defeat was really not nearly so 


vreat as it seemed, but was due to the change 
of the German rote on account of the 
money question. Since that time we have 
frequently alluded to the German vote of 
that State and its opposition to Grant and 
a third term. But we onlyasserted that 
Grant’s nomination would make Ohio 
doubtful, and, if Bayard be the nominee, 
probably Democratic. But Mr. Richard 
Smith goes further. He practically 
admits that Grant can not 
carry Ohio, when he frankly . declares 
that a change of 5,000 votes would reverse 
the result in that State. 

We happen to know a thing or two 


about the German character and 
the. German vote. We happen to 
remember the Greeley movement in 


1872 and the way the Germans of Ohio 
voted against Grant’s second term. Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland alone, for instance, 
which gave last October a Republican 
majority of over 9,000, gave 
in 1872 a majority of over 
10,000 against Grant’s second term. 

Here alone wé have a striking change, 
not of 5,000, but of nearly 20,000 votes, 
almost all German. 

Politics may be very uncertain, but there 
is nothing more _ certain tlian _ this: 
That, as between Grant and Bayard, 
there will be more than 5,000 
German votes in Ohio that will 
be cast for the latter—votes *which

They have cer- 
tainly shown a disposition to take a hand 
in all belligerent performances within range, 
and have never been backward about ham- 
mering each other, nommatter what the oc- 
casion. Whether it is a wake, a charitable 
meeting, a religious parade or a solemn 
gathering to discuss British outrage, & lack 
of unanimity and cohesiveness is always 
displayed—a lack of cordiality is develop- 
ed such as belongs te no other nationality 
on earth. Factional enmity seems to be the 
curse of that beautiful land, where, accord- 
ing to the facetious rhymester, we are al- 
ways confronted with the spectacle of 
‘*The finest pisinthry on a fruitful sod, 


Foighting like divils for Conciliation, 
Hating each other for the @ove of God.’’ 


We all remember how the caricaturist of 
Harper’s Weekly raised a broad grin a few 
years ago when he sketched the President 
of the Fenian Republic. He was sitting 
dejectedly on a stump in the midst ofa field 
of battle strewn with slain Irishmen, brok- 
en clubs and harps of Erin with damaged 
strings. His head was bandaged and he 
looked, as though he had been 
shaking hands with an unfriendly buz- 
saw or discussing polemics with 
a ground-hgog threshing machine. Being 
the sole survivor, he naturally fellinto un- 
disturbed possession of the coveted office 
and became the guardian of the incipient 
but somewhat depressed Republic. The 
proneness of the Celtic race to import fac- 
tional fights and keep up antagonisms in 
this country, which belong strictly to the 
other side of the sea, was illustrated in 
Cincinnati some time ago. The Irish ele- 
ment got possession of a Democratic 
Convention and made up a ticket on a race 
basis. In the evening the sons of St. Pat- 
rick were heard declaring publicly, in a 
mournful way, that the day had come, ap- 
parently, when a Tipperary man ora Con- 
naught man had no chance in Cincinnati. 
Having the exclusive making of the ticket, 
it became necessary to quarrel over the 
distribution of it according tothe geo- 
graphical lines of Ireland. 

We regret to say that this wrangle in St. 
Louis has seriously impeded the Irish cause. 
A sum amounting to only about $1,500 has 
been collected for the relief of Ireland 
when it should have reached $10,000 by this 
time. One would naturally think that ‘in 
the face of a great calamity, in the presence 
of a cause which appealsto every sympa- 
thetic Christian and to every yoble attribute, 
the Irish-Americans of St. Louis would 
have forgotten their differences and would 
have laid aside their belligerent and com- 
bative temperaments. It ig highly dis- 
creditable to them to be figuratively pound- 


ing each other’s noses while famine 
is stalking among their kindred 


and sitting at the hearths of their old 
homes. The Post-DiIspatcnH, which is the 
personification of the spirit of Peace and 
good-will, spreads its wings ever the local 
Milesian elements and expresses the hope 
that this unseemly ‘fruction’’ will be 
brought to a close at once.

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Judge Adams Renders a Decision in 
Favor of the Receiver. 


John G. Priest Directedto Return That 
$'7,500 With Interest. 


| 


The decision in the celebrated suit of Silas 
Bent, receiver, against John G. Priest, was 
given to-day by Judge Adame. This case ‘has 
attracted general attention on account of its 
nature and from the acerbitv and personali- 
ties indulged in by the counsel on both sides. 
It was charged that Jchn G. Priest received 
$7,500 as a brokeraze or bribe for his 


influence as a director in effecting the reinsur- 


ance ofthe Mutual Lire in the Mound City In- 
curance Company. The decision of the Judge 
js against Jobn G,. Priestand in favor of the 
Receiver. Mr. Priest is ordered to return the 
$7,500 with interest. The fall text of the de- 


cision is as follows: 

Silas bent, receiverof the St. Louis Mutual 
Lite insurance ipany, against John W&. 
Vriest. The defendant, being a director of the 
st, Louis Mutuel Life Insurance Company, wus 
atrustee tor the company, its stock-holders 
and poiicy-holders. He could neither actively 
use por passively suffer such trusteeship to be 
»sed to his personal gain or advantage, such 
use In its mercenary tendencies being antugo- 
nistic to the interests of the beneficiaries. 
Any benetit or advantage received by him 
from any source by reason and on account 
of bis pesition as such trustee under the fore- 
going principle was, at once, by operation of 
jaw, vested in him in trust for the use of his 
beneficiaries. The toregoing propesitions in- 
yvolve wel) sertied principles otf equity juris- 
prudence, and so wholesome and salutary as 
tocommand universal approbation and rigid 
enforcemmnt by courts ot justice. Without 
purticaldyizing, it appears from the evidence 
that in the year 1874, under a precedent ar- 
rangwement antedating -the reinsurance con- 
tract of plaintiff's compuny with the Mound 
City Insurance Company, of dute December 13, 
is73. end throughthe instrumentality of Ed- - 
ward Wyman and C. If. Peck, the latter largely 
interested in cffecting, in behalf of the Mound 
City Lite Insurance Company, such reinsur- 
ance, the defendant, during these negotiations 
ua director as aforesaid, received in bonds at 
par otthbe Leavenworth, Atchison and North- 
western Railroad Company the sum of $7,500, 
eaid bones bearing tnterest at the rate of 7 per 
cent, payable semi annually. Toese bonds 
were the property of C. Il. Peck and never had 
beenowne’d by the St. Lovis Mutual Lite In- 
suvance Company. I am _ =~Ssatistied irom 
the evidence that the detendant 
would never have received these ponds 
except tor the position he held as director of 
the insurance company. The source from 
which they cameis immaterial. He therefore 
received them, bas hitherto held them, and 
now holasthem intrust for his beneticiary. 
The tacts, as claimed by detendant’s counsel, 
that the expectatr&n of these bonds did not 
influence detendant’s voce in the matter of the 
reinsurance contract, ortiiat the contract of 
reinsurance wus bencticiul to the St. Louis 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, are unim- 
portantinthe solution of the legal questions 
involved. Vilaintiff claims that, as Peck un- 
dertook to and 

DID DELIVER $15,000 
in these bonds to Wyman, with whom the ne- 


gotiations relative thereto were chiefly 
had, the entire sum is chargeable 
to the defendant—regardless of the tact 
established by the evidence that 


Wyman keptone-halitor himself. Ithink the 
evidence 1s consistent with the theory that un- 
der the tinal arrangetmpent Wyman was to have 
au share at least of the bonds, andasit is clear 
that Wynian’s share never came into the pos- 
secession or control of the defendant, he is not 
chargenble therewith. Thetrust can not it- 
tuch to what never came to him,and the piain- 
tit! can not complain thatmore did not come 
to him. The toregoing views disvose of 
the case on its merits. Detendant’s couan- 
scl, however, contend that the re- 
ceiver of the St. Louis Mutual can = not 
maintain this action. That it he can, he tas 
neverobtained leave trom the court appoint- 
ing him to institute or prosecute it, and that 
iberight of actionis barred by the statute of 
limitations. In the contrurietv of authority 
on the first point, Liind nothing when applied 
nacase likethis to sustain the views of

Iean 
not sve howesnch a dissolvet corporation can 
sue in its name or why the recciver fully vest- 
cd with the legalrightand title coun not suein his 
own nume as such receiver. Theinsurance act 
above reterred to conferred such new powers 
upon the Court as to render many of the cases 
cited by defendant’s counsel entirely in- 
applicable. The weight ot authority requires 
a receiver, before instituting a suit, to obtain 
leave of the court appointing him to doso. 
This ithinkisthe role. In my opinion proper 
leave was obtained in this case to bring a suit, 
the petition ot which, as originally brougut, 
was, underour statute of jeofail, subjects to 
smcndment such as that upon which plaintiff 
finally proceeded totrial. While considering 
this question it occurs to nic thatin reason, 
even hudthe rule heretofore stuted not Seen 
complied with, the suit should not ifow abate. 
A receiver appointed by this court institutes a 
snit in this court.It is entertained by this court. 
Why is not¢thisa recognition of righttosue and 
tauntamonnt to formal leave, and why is not 
every subsequent act done or proceeding had 
inthe cause a renewed jeave te process?

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GOVERNCR GARVELON. 


A Talk With His Son Charles, Who Lives 
in St. Louis.

Interesting Points in the Life of the 
Distinguished Governor of Maine. 


Mr, Charles A. Garcelon, a son ofjGov. Aloa- 
ZO Gaicelon ot Maine, has livedjin St. Louis 
since 1870, and now holds a responsible posi- 
tion in the Pullman Palace Car Company.Learn- 
ing that he lived at 1308 Hickory street, a re- 
porter called there yesterday evening 
to see the gentleman, with the hope 
of learning sumething ef the inside life of his 
father, whose name has recently become quite 
familiar to the people of the United States, and 
who, right or wrong inthe course he has pur- 
sued, has made avast number of warm friends. 
The reporter was met at the door by Mr. Chas. 
Garcelon himself, who at once showed him- 
scitto bea very pitasant gentleman. He is 
probably thirty-five;sears ol’, 1ather heavily 
built,and has astyle about him fhat corresponds 
with the business which heis engaged in. He 


livesin uneatiy furnished house, and hasa 
preity wife und two attractive children. 

‘*And you arethe son of the Governor of 
Maine?’’ said the reporter. 

‘*Yes, they sayso, but I guess I don’t take 
after the old man muclii, asl am none ofthe 
politician.’’ 

‘*Do you hear regularly from your ftather?’’ 

‘‘Yes, but he says nothing abeut political 
matters. I get allmy information from the 
papers. Butildo not think the papers have 
fairly represented ny father in 
wl instances. I know the Associated 
Press has been unfairtohim. Two of the prin- 
cipal agents of the @psocisted Press in Maine 
are editors of strong Repn'iican papers, and 
thev bave given many of their reports a party 
bias.’’ 

Mr. Garceion then showed the reporter a 
paper published in Maine which had one 
of Gov. Garcelon’s speeches, and it was 
quite aifferent from what purported to be the 
sumne speech sent out by the Associated Preas. 

‘*Whilel am nota politician,’’ continued 
Mr. Garcelon, ‘‘i, of course, take a deep inter- 
est in the stirring events that have lately taken 
place’ in Maine, and with which 
mv father has been so prominentiyv connected. 
I kuow be believes he is mght in every position 
he has taken. He issiow to make up his uid, 
butwhenhe does come to a conclusion he 
stands by itto the lust. And he 1s a man 
whose motives were never called in que:- 
tion.’’ 

‘ile was once a Republican, I velieve?’’ 

‘‘yYes, he wasa Republican for many years. 
lie took an active part in the organization ot 
the Kepublican party in 1556. and was a dele- 
gate tothe Philadelphi: convention that nom- 
inated Freemont for President. Whentbe war 
came or he was one of the first menin the State 
to offer his services tothe Government. He 
isa physician and was -appointed Surgeon- 
General ot theState troops. He wasat Wash- 
ington when the first Lull Run battle took place 
and was on the field of Antictain. He exerted 
himself so greatly that he wastaken sick and 
returned home. Afttr recovering he again 
went to the front Ile did not 
lik gGen,. Grant, and iett the Republican party 
in 156s because he did not agree with the re- 
construction policy ofthe Administration. He 
has been bothin the Senate and the Lower 
House of the Maine Legisluture,and has always 
tuken a deep interest in public affairs. But 
most of his life has been « de- 
voter to the pursuit of his profession. 
He graduated at Bowdoin College in 1536 und 
three vVears later graduated in medicine ut the 
Ohio Medical College. He has been murried 
twice, bis lust wite being a sisterof ex-Senator 
Frye, of Maine, who l:ves in Lewiston, where 
my father has lived for manv vears,”*

‘'He is rather slender; weighs about 150 
pounds und has a clean-staved face.’’

The members of this 
inther orgenization made application to 
the Nationel Typographical Unton for a 


charter, The application has not yet been act- 
ed upon, but the matter has been referred toa 
conimittee ior cexaminution and reporc. The 


members of the Protective Association have 


lutely nyitated the subject of demanding higher 
prices tor their labor, and for this purpose de- 
cided that on and ulter the tirstot January they 
wonld establish what is termed the working 
card system, by which the ditferent classes of 
work are regulated as to price. The large 
number of non-union men inthe city who oc- 
cupy the leading positions on the different pa- 
pers. and the existence of two rival union s0- 
Cleties, cause the efforts of theflatter associa- 
tion to be without etiect. Before putting their 
plans into execution the leaders of the affair 
were discharged from some ot the offices where 
they were atwork, and the few remaifing bave 
concluded to postpone the contemplated change 
in prices until a more favorable time. Notwith- 
standing the fact thaton two ofthe larze pa. 
pers the leaders of tlhe trouble have been re- 
moved, itis stillreported that a demand wil] 
be made by those remaining on fhe Republican 
to advance the present rates for composition. 
Inthe event of aretusenl to comply with their 
demands, itis understood that «a strike will 
take place. Thelarge number of printers in 
the chy out of work and willng to take 
**casos’’ at the present rates will rendera 
stiike, if attempted, unsuccessful, and will! re- 
sultin nothing more than a change of hands in 
the office where the strike is commenced.

THE FORCE OF THE FUTURE. 


Professor Nipher Believes in Electricity 
But Doubts Edison’s Success. 


<—_ 


Some Interesting Facts and Statements 
Concerning the Electric Light. 


Protessor Nipher, of Washington University, 
is to address the Academy of Science this even- 
ing on the electric light, and a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter called on him to learn, not so much 
the mathematical aspect of the question of 
electric lighting, as the practical probabilities 
and possibilities of the propscd 
illumination. Professor Nipher has studied 
the question as few men in the West have done, 
and, while his other duties take up his time so 
thoroughly that he has little leisure to devote 
to original research, he has taken opportunity 
to make at least one brilliant discovery in the 
long series ot attempts at electric lighting. 

‘*‘]T have read the recently published 
accounts of Mr. Edison’s doings,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but really lam unable tosee morein 
the published recital than an astute stock job- 
bing scheme which has proved successful, and 
I nardly believe that Mr. Kdison has made 
many of the statements attributed to him.’’ 

‘‘Bhutyou believe that the currents can be 
diviced?:’’ 

‘*‘Certainly I do; that is proven beyond 
a doubt. Mr. W. H. Preece, electrician 
to the English Post-oflice Department, has ex- 
amined the two methods proposed mathemati- 
cally, andhas demonstrated that practically 
no results can follow from the division. You 
know the first method arranged the lights 
along a single wire which returned to the vat- 
tery. Now,by this method the intensity of the 
light diminishes inversely as the square of 
their number, so that with ten or tweive lights 
serveu from one generator the candle power 
would have to be enormous, infinite almost, to 
show a dim light in each lamp. The other 
method, the exact antithesis of this, jfarranges 
‘ach laimpupon a wire of its Own which cCUOnu- 
nects at both ends with the wire lorming the 
circuit. In theory and in practice there 
is not enough resistance in this 
method to generate heat, and consequently 
the electricity makes no light. Il read over Mr. 
Preece’s calculations some months ago, and I 
thought atthetime of preparinga paper for 
the ucademy following out ais conclusions, 
whenitswuck metotry the effect of more 
than One hump upon cach cross 
wire. The result is curious and 
important and I was utterly unprepared for it 
when a certain number, about equal in their 
resistance tothe force of the batterv, instead 


of diminishing as the square of the number of 


lamps, the hght diminishes directly us the 
number of lamps. Supposing there was a 
hundred lamps in the first circuit 1 mentioned 
und thatthe battery wouid give 300 candle 


power with one light, then each lamp 


would sbow oneten thousandth part of 300,0r 
.03 eundle power, with the same number of 
lumps and thesawe conditions. If thelaumps 
are arranged as I propose, each one wiil give 
a light equal to three candle power, just one- 
hundred fold the intensity, do yOu see?’’ 

‘‘Ithink 1 do,’’ remarked the _ reporter. 
‘*‘But why should a number of lamps along 
these parallel wires show more light than one 
lamp?’’ 

‘*Because’ the light is caused by neat which 
is cenerated by resistance; when there is too 
much resistafice the current will not act as in 
ithe first instance, when there is too little, asin 
the arrangeinent ofone lampon each wire, it 
will not act; Lut when the golden meanis 
found, und that mean is demonstrable by a 


plain mathematical oporation, the light well 
illuminate practically and cheaply, and, I be- 
lieve be u success.’’ 


‘*Have you made any practical experiments 
with your discovery?’’

‘* Yes, andthe results are very satisfactory, 


but I huve neitner the time northe means to ve 
thorough in my investigation, |! have sent all 
cuiculations and diugrains on to Mr. Edison. 
whoisthe only man withthe necessary con- 
veniences for thorough experiment, and I shall 
be fully sutisfied with the credit of the discov- 
ery if it proves as useful as I think it will.

‘*That 1 do not know, but certainly this is 


the only onewhich answers the mathematical 
requirements of the problem.There are a great 
many practical difficulties inthe way which l 
should think would make holders of gas stock 
willing to remsin holders. There is not,! think, 
any immediate solution of the problem coming. 
It may be possible to light up limited areas 
from one generator, but not large ones. For 
instance, a Jablochkoff light of four hundred 
candle-power can be run by a battery of tnirty 
cells, and if you have ten lights, with the most 
favorable division pessible,you can only have 
something less than tour candle- 
power in each light. The Brush machine 
would give .better results, but these areal! 
very costly, and you see it is not probable that
